llth. Of the twelve Magistrates appointed in 
Bengsl, three are drawing 18,000 Rs per annum and 
the remainder 12,000.

nisterial duties, which have of necessity to be per- 
formed in every district. : 

29th. The only class of Officers remaining to be 
noticed is that of independent Joint Magistrates and 
Collectors, who have always been appointed at out 
Stations. Of these there are at present nine, of whom 
five receive 18,000 per annum, and four 12,000, 
If in order to follow out the principle Jaid down by 
the Hon'ble Court it be aeomed necessary to cqualize 
these allow neces, and consequently it should be de- 
termined to place them all on the scale of 15,000, there 
will be an excess of 8,000 beyond the amount requir. 
ed to raise the smaller Salaries which may be added 
to the allowances of the Magistrate-Collectors, 
making a further addition to them of 300 Rupecs 
each per annum ; but His Honor in Council is inclin-

32d) It anly remains to notiee the individual

V. And it is hereby enacted, that once at least in 
every orm, and oftener if required by Her Majesty's 
Supreme Court of Justice at Caleutta. every such 
Justice shall transmit to Her Majesty's Supreme 
Court of Justice all judgments whether of acquittal 
or conviction passed by him, together wtth the depo. 
sitions and examinations of the witnesses and pri- 
soners, there to be kept by the proper ollicer amoung 
the revords of the Court. 

Vf. And it is hereby enacted, that upun the trial 
of any prisoner for simple larceny as aforesaid, every 
such Justice of the Peace shall require the witnesses 
against and on bebilf of the prisoner to be sworn, or 
to make solemn affirmation in caser where an affirma- 
tion is by law permitted in the place of an oath, and 
shall cause the depositions of the witnesses and the 
examination of the prisoner tu he reduced into writing, 
and every such deposition and examination shall be 
signed by such Justice. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that upon the trial 
of any person charged with the commission of simple 
larceny before any such Justice of the Peace as afore- 
said, if any person being duly summoned by such 
Justice shall refuse to attend as a witness, or to give 
evidence, he shall be liable to he punished by Her 
Majeaty’s Suprema Court of Justice at Calcutta in 
Hke manner as if he had refused to attend as a wit- 
ness or to give evidence before Hor Majesty's Su- 
preme Court of Justice. 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that upon any 
conviction for simple hice as aforesaid the property 
stolen shali be restored to the owner or his represen- 
tative, and the Justice of the Peace before whom any 
person shall be so committed shall have power to 
order the restitutlon of the property, and In case of its 
not being resfaned puicsngnt to such order, to impose 
en any person refusing or neglecting to restore the
